At euch a moment as this we do 
well to recall that Canada le a land of 
big distances, uud her great men hare 
been great because of the largeness 
of their vision. Short views are even 
less fitted In the circumstances of to¬ 
day than they wero In the days of 
Macdonald, Tupper and Mount Step¬ 
hen, Strathconu and Van Horne. Mr. 
Iairkln does well, therefore, In esti¬ 
mating the future to remind English¬ 
men that since the close of the Vic¬ 
torian era the population of Canada 
has Increased from Just over five to 
about nine and a quarter millions; 
sho lias emerged as one of the great 
grain-growing countries of the world, 
and a substantial producer of dairy 
produce; she has developed her man¬ 
ufactures so that her Industrial output 
has Increased five-fold; and she has 
definitely entered the ranks as a groat 
exporting nation. As for tho future, 
what a tale Is suggested by these two 
facts, that of Canada’s territory at 
h ast 3f»0 million acres are sultablo for 
cultivation, so that almost Illimitable 
Stretches si Ill await the settler. There 
aro 3,250,000 developed horsepower, 
and by the end of the present year this 
figure will be something like 4,000,000 
horsepower. Tho saving to tho Do¬ 
minion upon Its coal bill is estimated 
at £00,000,000 a year.—Canadian Ga¬ 
rotte, London. 


Western Provinces Must Depend 
Largely on Grain Production 
The Industrialisation of the prairie 
weet Is referred to as a means of sat¬ 
isfying the western farmers aud cur¬ 
ing them of their desire for 
free trade by providing' thorn 
with a home murket. One 
of the advocates of tho movement hns 
coined the phrase, "Western work¬ 
shops for western workers.” Tho 
idea is a good one, but It would be un¬ 
wise to expect that the establishment 
of factories will solvo tho western 
problem within tho near future. The 
western wheat crop In 1923 was 452,- 
260,000 bushels, And In 1924, 235,694,- 
000 bushels. It would rcqulro Indus¬ 
trial revolution to have this product 
as well as that of other grains con¬ 
sumed In tho west or In all Canada. 
Tho prairie west for many years will 
be In an economic position widely dif¬ 
ferent from that of Ontario and Que¬ 
bec, and only disappointment can re¬ 
sult from failure to rocognlzo this 
truth.—Toronto Globe.

Made Grass Grow Rapidly On New 
Jersey Golf Course 
An experiment hat recently been 
made In Now Jersey with electric light 
by night for promoting a rapid 
growth of grass on a golf course. A 
clay gravel site was dug, and the top 
soil from another portion of the land 
used to provide about fifteen Inches 
of soil for the green. Over a portion 
of it were erected twenty-four special 
reflectors, each containing a 1,000 watt 
tungsten bulb. The reflectors were 
hung four foot from the ground and 
garo a continuous oven light. Tho 
weather was unfavorable to the rapid 
germination of grass seed, but the first 
seed came through under tho electric 
light five days after planting. Noth¬ 
ing came through on the unllghted 
portion of tho green until two days 
later. At tho end of threo weeks the 
grass under tho electric light had at 
talncd a general growth of nearly four 
Inches, while on tho portion of tho 
green outsldo tho lamps there was a 
growth of about one Inch. 


Gold Mines In Britain 


Big Reef Runs Under Forest of Dean 
Near London 

Gobi mines have been known nnd 
worked In Great Britain for centuries. 
One of QUeen Elizabeth’s most prized 
possessions was a goblet made entire¬ 
ly of gold taken from a river In Scot¬ 
land. The medals struck to com¬ 
memorate tho coronation of Charles I. 
were made of British gold, a circum¬ 
stance that can be linked with tho 
fact that Princess Mary’s wedding ring 
was also made of gold from Wales. 

Even more interesting la ihe fact 
that there is a big gold reef within a 
two or three hours' Journey of I*ondon. 
It runs under tho Forest of Dean, and 
Its existence has been sclent Ideally 
established. The configuration.of tho 
reef Is very similar to that of (ho 
Rand, In south Africa, and some ex¬ 
perts predict that one day gold will 
bo found there In paying quantities.

Free Importation From U. S. During 
Three Fall Months 

For all three fall months of Septem¬ 
ber, October and November, the duty 
of 25 per cent, on grade sheep import¬ 
ed Into Canada from the United States 
for breeding purposes will bo remov¬ 
ed, according to an announcement by 
Dr. J. II. Orlsdale, deputy minister of 
agriculture. 

Tho reason for this step Is the faet 
that for the past two or threo years 
there has boon a gradual decline in the 
sheep breeding industry In the Do¬ 
minion. It Is telt that, with the re¬ 
moval of the duty, encouragement will 
be given to Canadian sheep breeders 
to Improve and enlarge their flocks. 

Owing to the increasing profitable¬ 
ness of the sheep raising business, tho 
department feels warranted In taking 
Almost any step necessary to ensure a 
steady supply of sheep for the growing 
deniund. Prospects for this business 
are considered exceedingly bright.

Bamboo A Species Of Grass 


Is Most Rapid Growing of Any Plant 
Known 

"The giant bamboos are true grasses. 
They send underground ^sterns long 
distances through the soil, binding it 
together with hard, fllnt-like root 
stalks, or rhizomes. From this net¬ 
work of root3 and rhizomes they send 
upward the most rapid growing shoots 
of any plant known. While the 
shoots are so fresh and tender that 
they can bo snapped off with the hand 
and cooked to an asparagus-like de¬ 
licacy; bamboo wood Is the strongest 
known timber for Its weight, and Its 
hard, siliceous exterior makes It serve 
for knives and whetstones. Despite 
its numerous uses the grass Is valued 
for its beauty. The trees of China 
and Japan lend a charm to many land¬ 
scapes. 


Restoring World s Wheat Supply 


If Destroyed Could Be Returned to 
Normal in Fifteen Years

Teachers Favor Tree Planting 


Good Object Lesson In Betterment of 
Home Life 

An interesting ami Important de¬ 
velopment of tho tree planting move¬ 
ment is tho attitude which teachers 
and educational authorities, particu¬ 
larly In Saskatchewan, are beginning 
Lo take towards it. Many school 
grounds have beeu planted with tho 
assistance of tho forestry branch. In 
Saskatchewan 202 schools wero last 
spring supplied with 155,000 seedlings 
and cuttings,' and a smaller number 
were similarly assisted In Manitoba 
and Alberta. This object lesson In 
tho betterment of homo life by the 
improvement of surroundings Is view¬ 
ed ns very important by western edu¬ 
cationists. 


Treaty Will Benefit B.C. 

Two million dollars increase in the 
newsprint business and a similar In¬ 
crease In the canned salmon industry 
of British Columbia, are estimated to 
be some of the benefits that British 
Columbia will enjoy under the Austra¬ 
lian treaty, now* passed by the Cana¬ 
dian Parliament and which, according 
to advices from Melbourne, will meet 
with little opposition in its amended 
form from the parliament of the 
Commonwealth. 


Increase In Paper Products 
Ono hundred and fifteen mills in 
operation in Canada during the past 
year, produced pulp aud paper pro¬ 
ducts to tho value of $187,174,703. as 
compared with an output of $188,642,- 
109 for 1923, $158,483,377 for 1922. and 
$154,641,077 for 1921, according to a 
preliminary report of iho bureau of 
statistics. There was little appreci¬ 
able change in the volume or value of 
wood pulp, pulpwood and kindred pro¬ 
ducts, but there was an increase In 
the production of newsprint, which 
amounted to 1,388,081 tons In 1921 as 
against 1,251,541 tons iu 1923. 


Women Agriculturists 
Over 15,800 Canadlau women aro ac¬ 
tively interested in tho industry of ag¬ 
riculture, according to a statement 
made by Miss Heatdmore, Dominion 
convenor of the committee on agricul¬ 
ture of the Federated Women’s Insti¬ 
tutes of Canada.

Planning Great Air Liner 

British Firm Will Build First Steel 
Airship 

A great engineering feat will bo 
started by a well-known British firm 
In the early summer of next year, the 
building of the world's largest airship, 
the first steel air liner. It will be 
about 720 feet long, nearly twice the 
height of St. Paul’s. 

The airship will be able to carry a 
load of 133 tons, and seven engines, 
with a horsepower totalling 4,200, will 
drive the monster seventy miles an 
hour, at a height of 3,000 feet. 

The shed at Cardington, in which 
the R-101 will be built, is to be enlarg¬ 
ed to a length of 812 feet, and will 
then be the largest building in the 
British empire. 

It is estimated that the airship will 
be finished by the end of 1926. and will 
make her fi *st trip to India in 1927. 

To Ease Rubber Situation 

New Regulations Allows Export at a 
Minimum Duty 

The British colonial office has an¬ 
nounced It has decided to permit from 
August 1 export of 73 per cent, or the 
rubber production in Cey lon and the 
Straits Settlements nt a minimum 
duty, this b- ing a 10 per cent.

Dublin Man Accomplished Journey In 
Two Veers In Small Ketch 

Exsctly two years since he sailed 
from Dublin lu bis 20-ton ketch, the 
Saolrse, Mr. Conor O'lltien arrived 
back In harbor.

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Shook Hands Under Thames 

Workmen Have Completed Novel 
Engineering Feat In England 

A novel engineering feat reached Its 
climax a short time ago In England 
when workmen who since December 
have been boring under the Thames 
at a depth of 80 ft., between Barking 
I Creek and Woolwich Arsenal, com¬ 
pleted the excavation of a tunnel 8,000 
ft. long—about 2*4 times Ih© width of 
the river at London Bridge, London. 

For the first time In engineering 
history, the boring through the chalk 
has been carried out In compressed 
ulr at a pressure of 40 lb. to the square 
Inch. 

Some of the men who are employ¬ 
ed In this classe of work are paid at 
the rate of $3,000 a year. 

Forty feet of solid chalk stand above 
the tunnel. 

Sixty-four men have been engaged 
on the Job, 32 working from the Wool¬ 
wich side and 32 from the Essex side. 
When the last barrier of chalk was 
pierced the gangs shook bands heart-

The Heavy Task Imposed Upon the 
Railways 

The seasonal nature of production in 
the praltlo pro\ luces places a heavy 
burden on tho railways during tho fall 
months. 

The plans for handling each year’s 
crop have to bo made far In advance 
of cutting, with the same precision 
that characterizes the plans of an 
army commander in the field. The 
crops have to be attacked, captured 
and carried off to the head of naviga¬ 
tion. All tho equipment to bo em¬ 
ployed In the campaign has to be dis¬ 
tributed in advance. The whirr of 
the threshing machine Is tho signal 
for the railways to go over the top. 
A campaign is then on which is push¬ 
ed with feverish haste until tho freeze- 
up puts an end to activities for tho 
season. 

Were it possible for the railways to 
take twelve months to get the major 
portion of the crop out, the task would 
be much simpler. They would not 
have to drop everything else to handle 
grain alone. They could take their 
time about it. As It is, while the 
crop movement is on, anything that 
might intccfere with it must be side¬ 
tracked. 

The greater part of the crop moves 
in one direction and there Is little re¬ 
turn cargo for the railways; so that 
they are hauling out grain and send¬ 
ing back empties for more grain. 

As long as the industrial develop¬ 
ment of the prairie provnlces remains 
as it is there is no pofslble way for 
tlie railways to escape from this un¬ 
economical Htuatlon, which taxes 
their personnel and equipment to the 
limit; and compels them to send their 
trains out loaded and bring them hack 
empty. 

The getting out of the crop every 
fall is, of course, the most important 
annual event in the economic life of 
tlie prairie provinces. There is no 
other great grain-growing area in tlie 
world where the transportation prob¬ 
lem Is more dilficult and none in w hich 
that pfoblem is more vigorously at¬ 
tacked or more successfully solved 
than these same provinces.—Regina 
Post. 


Preservative Trestmsnt Big Saving In 
Cost of Upkeep 

The natural resources intelligence 
service of the department of tho in¬ 
terior at Ottawa says: 

One wonders as he travels along 
tho railway, what becomes of all tho 
old railway ties that the section gangs 
are constantly taking out and replac¬ 
ing with new ones. Occasionally a 
fire is seen, when these old ties are 
being burned, but tho greater portion 
of them me used by the railway men 
for firewood. It Is tho enormous 
quantity of theso ties, however, that 
are required to keep the -railway lines 
in proper condition, because, with tho 
heavy trains and tho high speed with 
which they travel, it is essential that 
the road bed bo kept up to maximum 
efficiency. 

The provision of the necessary sup¬ 
ply of tics Is ono of the problems with 
which the railways have to deal, and 
It Is a very serious one Rigid speci¬ 
fications are provided, and a careful 
inspection la necessary. When tho 
millions of ties used annually is con¬ 
sidered. and that each tio has Its pro¬ 
portion of the load to carry, the neces- 
sitl for this Inspection is apparent. 

In 1923. the last year for which fig 
urea nre available there were 14.764,- 
830 railway ties eut In Canada. These, 
converted Into their equivalent of 
standing timber, represent 177,177,960 
cubic feet, with a value of $13,228,547. 

Railway ties vary in length from 8 
to 9 feet, with a thickness of from 6 
to 7 inches and a width on top of from 
7 to 10 Inches, while they vary In 
grade according to the purpose for 
which they are to be used. Some of 
the ties are sawed or hew <41 on top. 
bottom and side*, while others are 
sawed or hewed on top and bottom 
only. 

During recent years tho Canadian 
railways have undertaken preserva¬ 
tive treatment of their lies, creosote 
being largely used. There are a 
number of plants situated throughout 
Canada for this purpose, many mil¬ 
lions being thus treated annually. It 
is claimed that the life of the ties Is 
doubled by this preservative treat¬ 
ment. This la n big factor In the cost 
of upkeep of the railway lines, as the 
prices now bring paid for ties nre a 
heavy charge against operation. The 
lengthening of the life of the tics, fur¬ 
thermore, reduces the cost or chang- 
Ing them In -,he road-bed, and will also 
reduce thosypply of old ties available 
for firewood]

Time Cause Trouble 

Why does an electric fuse "blow¬ 
out ?" 


pie have asked. 

When the lights go out. it is often 
because a fuse has "blown out," and 
the reason for this probably is because 
some one unthinkingly tried to operate 
too many appliances at the same time. 1 

Electric current, flowing over a wire, 
creates practically no heat unless Its 
progress meets with resistance In 
making It do some useful thing, such 
us lighting a lamp, operating a sewing 
machine, turning a motor or other ap¬ 
pliance. This creates energy or heat, 
not only at the point of use. but all 
along the wire hack of it. 

To prevent overloading or heating 
of wires to a point where lire or other 
damage might result, a fuse is placed 
on the line. The blowing of this fuse 
is neither a catastrophe nor a penalty. 
It Is merely a friendly warning of an 
attempt to use more electricity than 
Is good for the wires. The fuse blow’s 
out only when there might be trouble— 
and after it has blown out there can 
be no trouble. The blowing of a fuse 
is simply the operation of a safety de¬ 
vice. and ns long as the fuse is there 
wailing, trouble lias no chance.

These 
slantwise rays, too, have to pass 
through much more atmospheres than 
the straight rays, and as our atmos¬ 
pheres acts us a sort of blanket, with 
its ndsts and fogs, it follows that the 
heat of tho slanting rays is still fur¬ 
ther reduced in pow’er. Other con¬ 
siderations also have their bearing 
upon tho question, but the straight 
versus slantwise rays are the main fac¬ 
tor in the comparative heat of tho 
equator over the poles.
